AUSTRALIA TAXES ALL 


Australia has taken the step urged 


upon the United States by Secretary Mel- 
lon and by the general will of the people 
—abolition of taxfree bond issues. Dat- 
ing from January 1. 1924. neither the 
federal government nor the states and 
cities of that commonwealth are privileged 
to raise money by exempting investors 
from taxes they ought to pay.

That is an indication 
that Australia's taxes, as well as Ameri- 
ca's, arc too high; but it is also an indi- 
cation that the taxfree bond market is 
better in that commonwealth. Here there 
are so many such bonds crowding for 
sale that often the market is weak and* 
cannot take them up. 


Australia will survive the last minute 


rush of bond printers, and soon forget it. 
Thirty years froin now, when most of the 
maturities have brfen paid off. Australians 
will universally bless the government that 
freed them of the exemption evil, and of 
the dynasties of untaxcd wealth which 
grew out of it. If the United States must

amendment it is too bad congress has post- 
poned the beginning.
